~The Boy Who Loved: His Mother

DOLF Hitler dearly loved his 
mother, who «spoited — him. 

In the trenches he wore her, locket. 
She was 29 when he was born 
(April 20, 1889), more than 20. 
years younger than her husband. 

Hitler feared his father, the re- 
tired customs house official, and 
called him “Herr Vater,” He was 
a gruff old boy, severe (he had’ 
served in the army), opinionated 
and pompous. He was the village 
cobbler’s:-son who had “got on.” 
Hitler’s mother was his third wife 
Altogether .he had four sons and 

- three daughters. Hitler, never 
mentions any of them, : though his 
half-sister Angela for years kept 
house for him im Munich and at 
Berchtesgaden. Father Hitler was 
illegitimate, and his name (until he 
changed it late in life was Schuckl- 
gruber. : 

He wanted his son to be an official 
also. Young Adolf did not fancy 
spending a lifetime filliag up forms. 
His slapdash, romantic, ambitious, 
lazy nature was in any case utterly 
unsuited to any regular occupation. 
He wished to be a painter. - 

Hitler was a dunce. He conceals 
it in Mein Kampf by saying © that 
he only learned what he liked. The 
truth is that he lacked application. 
His father had to take him away 
from school. He died when Hitler 
was 14. full of doubts about his son. 

For, four years young 
Hitler lounged about the 
house. Then he ‘went 
to Vienna but failed to pass the en- 
.trance test at the Academy of Art. 
‘Likewise he failed at the Architec- 
tural School. He made for home. 

But now his mother died and even 
the official’s widow’s pension ceased. 
For Master Hitler it was work at 
last. “With a trunk full of clothes 
and linen, and in’ my heart an un- 
breakable will, I travelled to Vienna 
again. I wanted to: become some- 
‘body—but at all costs not an 
official!” - :

What did he become? According 
to himself he worked as a de-° 
corator’s man and as-a casual la- 
bourer, carrying a hod of _ bricks, 
where he came into violent dispute 
with the Socialist workmen. After 
a few years, he says he earmed 
enough to be able to devote himself 
to the more congenial job of draugh- . 
tsman and painter in wate: colours. 

The ‘truth is -he worked very 
casually indeed. He _ shovelled 
snow,. ate at the soup kitchen, 
begged even. He lived in a doss- 
house with the dregs of “gay’’ Vien- 
na. Hitler hated them. He speaks 
with a shudder of the “filth, - 
nauseating dirt, and worse. . . ver- 
minous children . . . bestia] drunken- 
ness ... of these degraded outcasts.’ 
The son of the official felt every 
passion of repugnance at being: 
driven down into a lower class which 
millions of Germans were to feel in 
ten years’ time—and which he as 
agitator was to exploit, and explode, 
as social dynamite undreamed of by

Vienna taught him two things: 

Hatred of the Jews who abound- 
ed there; (ii.) Contempt for 
Socialists, democrats, and parlia- 
mentary politicians, “Parliament 
lice, sluggards, highwaymen, rabble, 
wretches, chatterboxes, cheats, witch 
doctors, Tom: Thumbs and  simple- 
tons.” 

In Mein Kampf Hitler has thanked 
God for taking “mother’s little dar- 
ling away from his soft cushions 
and flinging him into the world of 
poverty and distress. . If 
made me hard,” says Hitler. 

He went to Munich, 1918. There 
he painted postcards and worked for 
newspapers. He disputed in beer- 
halls. He “pursued his studies of 
Marxism” (Hitler means he read 
pamphlets and journals abowt Mar- 
xism, he has certainly never read 
Marx. an oversight he shares with 
‘most Socialists.) :. 


The war came as a godsend. For: 


the first—and only—time in his 
life Hitler accepted discipline cheer- 
fully, eagerly. At last he was a 
part of GERMANY!

The Hitler Legend is that the 
‘Unknown Soldier of the World

Before the war he had invented a 
concrete ship which was launchéd 
in the River Main and promptly 
sank. .He now invented the idea of 
dividing capital nito two 
“industrial capital,” which was vital 
for greasing the wheels of German 
industry, and “finance capital,” 
which was only for greasing . the 
palms’ of moneylenders. The Chris- 
tians had the industrial capital the 
Jews the finance capital, a very 
handy theory for .an ‘anti-Semite. 
Hitler snatched it up. : 

He joined the party. He became 
No. 7 on the committee. Seven un- 
known men round a lamp in a beer- 
hall going to seize an empire! All 
ever Germany in 1919 the scene was 


multiplied ten thousand times. But. 


behind these seven, with a couple of 
ideas not new, was the close interest 
of the strongest single force in the 
Reich—the Reichswehr. — 

The Reichswehr had sent their 
“political officer” out for exactly this 
purpose—to find a civilian. move- 
ment that would harness the masses 
to the rebuilding of. the - German 
armed forces.. Hitler grasped the 
situation in a flash. 
solved .to create and control the 
movement—and to.go just as far 
with the Reichswelir as it suited.

Hitler borrowed the words Nation- 
al-Socialism from pre-war Austria, 
_together with the greeting “‘Heil!’’ 
The Nazi salute he stole from Mus- 
solini. The swastika came from 
Finland, the Nazi cap from the 
Norwegian ski dress. He designed 
' the Nazi flags and standards, chose 
the red, black and white colours 
(the old Imperial colours of Sadan, 
Tannenberg and Flanders). He did 
everything he could to provoke his 
- enemies, used their slogans with the 
slightest adaptation, broke up their 
meetings, thrashed their speakers, 
flung their hecklers out of his own 
meetings, organ‘sed his stewards as 
companies of storm troopers dressed 
. in brown shirts, paraded the streets 
with banners and bands, plastered 
the town with insulting and in- 
furiating posters, stirred up all the 
hates and united them by incom- 
parable demagogy in one huge fist. 
. ‘The party grew. -The Reichswehr 
recognised its worth, When the 
Kapp Putsch was attempted in Ber- 
lin in 1920 it was broken by the 
general strike of the Socialists. But 
in Munich the Reichswehr were able 
to instal Von Kahr as practically 
their nomince dictator over Bavaria, 
_ because the Storm Troopers held the 
streets there. 


General von Epp put up the money 
for ‘Hitler to buy the newspaper 
Beobachter. Hitler by this time was 
out of the army, but very much in 
touch with the generals; When the 
French entered the Ruhr in ‘January 
1923, the generals were glad to-bor- 
‘row his Storm Troopers for the un 
declared guerrilla war which. Ger- 
many waged against the invaders. : 
" Hitler, already a notable figure in 
Bavaria, began to go out in society, 
making friends with the big Munich 
families. He did not behave very 
well, but for his purposes, quite ef- 
fectively. ‘He had a few.simple rules

_ Anti-Jewish propaganda, some of 
@ violent nature, has commenced 
making its appearance in Shanghai 
according to information obtained 
from semi-official” circlés, ‘ 
. Much of this propaganda is print- 
ed in English and- ‘ig circulated 
through the mails. Some of it- is be- 
ing addressed to prominent foreign 
officials and business men. °° 

One of the: latest. anti-Jewish 
pamphlets, printed and circufatéd in 
Shanghai, is called ‘A. Warning to 
all Chinese, Japanese and Gentiles 
Alike.” Another line on the cover 
of the pamphlet states: “The 
‘Chosen People’ have . Invaded 
Shanghai. Be Prepared to Resist an 
Economic Invasion.” ; 

Despite the fact that all of the 
refugees from Germany and Austria 
who have recently arrived in Shang- 


{hai were practically penniless when 


they landed, and are still being 
housed and’ cared for by the juro- 
pean Refugee. Relief. Association, 
the pamphlet describes these peo- 
ple as having “the pockets of their 
well-tailored ‘suits lined with 
pounds sterling and United States 
dollars.” feo eae 
Most of the 12 pages in the pam- 
Dhlet are devoted.to a violent con- 
demnation - of ‘the: refugees’ from 
Europe. Among ‘other. things, these 
refugees are-chdrged with renting 
rooms in Shanghai at “crazy prices.’ 
A survey: made of the quarters pro- 
vided the refugees made last week 
by a “China Press” reporter reveal- 
ed that the great majority of these 
unfortunates from Germany ‘and 
Austria are living in crowded rooms 
provided them by the local relief 
association. In’ one house, no less ~ 
than 68 refugees were found to be 
quartered, ; 

_In- addition to the, pamphlet, 
several feaflets of an anti-Jewish 
nature have started: making their 
appearance in the mails, ‘according 
to information in the hands of “The _ 
China Press.” In most cases, the re- 


{fugees are charged with coming to 


Shanghai ‘for the purpose of. using

Shortly after one o clock, a large motor lorry ar- 
rived. Although it was immediately surround- 
ed by the police, the unemployed hidden on the 
motor lorry threw a black coffin bearing the in- 
scription: “Unemployed No Appeasement” on

- The police carried the coffin back 
on the motor lorry but the unem- 
ployed attempted several times 
more to throw the coffin before the 
door of the Prime Minister’s resi- 
dence until the police finally dis- 
persed the demonstrators. . 

Two unemployed were admitted 
to the Prime Minister’s residence 
were they presented a letter. Shout- 
ing: “Chamberlain must go” and 
‘“We demand Winter relief,” the 
unemployed left in small groups. 

COFFIN SYMBOL 

The letter for Mr. Chamberlain 
stated that the unemployed in Lon- 
don and the whole of England had 
repeatedly called the attention of 
‘the Ministries of Labour and 
Health to the avoidable harshness 
with which regulations regarding 
unemployment relief are applied, 
. and had requested that a delegation 
of unemployed should be received 
in order to put forward their de- 
mands. 

The letter says that refusal of 
this request took place precisely at 
the time when (Mr. Chamberlain 
was preparing to visit Rome to 
confer with Mussolini concerning 
European peace. 

The letter concludes by announ- 
cing that the coffin was being pre- 
sented to Mr. Chamberlain because 
a coffin was an appropriate symbol 
of the misery of workers in British 
industry as well as their wivds and 
children, who are “condemned to 
die of starvation.”—Trans-Ocean. 

NO ARRESTS 
London, To-day. 

The letter to the Prime Minister,

. London, Dec. 28. - 

The Arab- Jewish. ‘round table” 
conference planned ha e during the 
coming month will ‘e, place be- 
fore the last week of January, well- 
informed quarters stated B-day. 

At the beginning of Janiaty, the 
list of Arab representatives: to take 
_|part in the proceedings will be made 
public. The delegation will include 
six men representing the various 
Arab parties in the Holy Land. 
There are actually only five 
separate groups in Palestine, but it 
is understood that the.sixth de- 
legate will be an unofficial -repre- 
sentative of the Grand Mufti. Arab 
quarters here stated to-day that 
their delegation will arrive here on 
or about January -12. ; 

The solution of-the Arab-Jewish 
problem’ envisaged by the British 
Government, well-informed circles 


asserted, is in the natute of a pro-|* 


-lject half-way between extremist 
Arab and Jewish claims. This pro- 
ject was believed. to be inspired by 
the general principle of giving the 
Arabs the assurance that they are 
definitely at home-in Palestine, 
while at the. same time not going 
back on the Balfour. Declaration pro- 
mising the Israelites a home in the 
Holy Land. 

. Jewish immigration will be nei- 
ther suspended nor prohibited, but 
would be directed according to cer 
tain conditions, it was stated. Thus, 
in the future, immigration would be 
periodical only, extending over a 
few years, and the whole subject 
would be re-examined at certain 
fixed intérvals. In similar manner, 
the Legislative Council of Palestine 
would be constituted upon a basis 
of Arab-Jewish parity, it was also 
declared here to-day. 


300 PARIS.

Buchanan: Dec. 29. 
The independence of Rumania’s: 
politicies based upon national senti- . 
ments and supported by the Army,- 
was stressed to-day by the new For- 
eign Minister, M. Gregoire Gafeneu, 

in a radio address, 

- He asserted. that the various: 
ininorities in Rumania would benefit . 
from the rights assured them by 
the Constitution, but their activities: 
could not be developed except with- 
in the framework of the Rumanian. 
State. 

M. Gafencu stated that the Gov-: 
ernment would ask those-nations 
with colonial empires to facilitate a- 
soluton of the Jewish refugee pro- 
blem. 

‘He affirmed’ that Rumania would. 
hold herself outside any ideological 
conflict and that she would ‘not. 
tolerate any interference in her.own’ 
policies. 

He emphasised- his ponies de-- 
sire for peace, her sympathy for ef- 
forts at rapprochement among the’ 
Powers of Western and Central 
Europe, and her fidelity to “old and 
proven” friends. He praised the 
“creative nation,” Italy, and reaf- 
firmed Rumania’s friendship with 
Poland. with the nations signatories 
of the Little and Balkan Ententes. . 
In conclusion, the-new Foreign: 
Minister declared his desire to: 
maintain good relations with So-- 
viet Russia.

To-day we commence an exclusive series of short articles on the finer points of golf as illustrated by our 


The duffer, who finds it difficult 
to gain elevation off the tee with 
the straight face driver, might 

_ switch to the brassie with satisfac- 
tory results. There are any num- 
ber of players who use a brassie 

‘on the drive, simply because they 
can obtain more consistent results 
from its ‘use. Naturally the ball 
which rises abruptly is hound to 
sacrifice something in the. way of 
distance, but the loft of the brassie 
is so slight that high balls off the 
tee should be the exception rather 
than the rule. Yet even this little 
club face loft is sufficient to make 
a big difference in elevation be- 
tween it and the driver. 

The. original -purpose of the 
brassie was for long shots from 
the fairway and its name was de- 
rived from the brass plate on the 


sole, designed to skim along the’ 


turf with the greatest of case. 
When the ball is setting up well 
- in the, grass a stroke similar to 
that used off the tee is employed, 
a streight clubhead sweep that con- 
tacts the ball square in the back. 
For the ball well down in the turf 
a different process must be em- — 
vloyed. Here the blow must be 
hard and make impact with the 
ball as it is ‘descending. . Apparent- 
ly it would seem as if the clubhead 
- were trying to bash the ball right 
into the ground but there need be | 
no fear of this happening. The ~ 
loft of the clubface will bring the

- The cost of a-complete series of tests 
upon a racing yacht design is expected 
to be rather less than £100. This in- 
cludes providing the model which has 
to be made from the design that the 
owner desires to be tested. Consider- 
able modifications of a model and sub- 
sequent tests would cost about £50. 
Yacht tank tests in general terms 
give definite information as to: 
(a) Speed under varying strengths 
and‘tirection of wind. 
(b) Weatherliness; i.e., ability to 
. make good a course to wind- 


ward. 
(ec) Angle of heel. : 

(d) Balance of hull allowing position 
of mast and sail plan to be de- 
termined, in addition to the in- 
formation required which is 
common to all motor and steam 
vessels. 


Mr. Laurent Giles, the yacht design- 
er, has recently. visited: New York to 
investigate the work being done at the 
Stevens Institute of :Technology. . The 
members of the Néw York Yacht Club, 
who sponsored the tank at this institute 
where the model of Ranger was tested, 
as well as Mr. Olin Stephens, part de- 
signer of Ranger, and Prof, Davidson. 
who have been jointly responsible for 
Ranger’s and many other tank tests of 
yacht design in the United States, ex- 
tended a most cordial welcome to Mr. 
Laurent Giles. They enabled him to 
obtain extensive fir8t-hand knowledge 
of the scientific technique employed. 

' VALUE OF TESTS.
